IMPORTANT NOTICE 


In October 1915, on the completion of the tenth volume of the Modern 
Language Review, a General Index was published of Vols. 1-x. The Publica- 
tions Committee of the Modern Humanities Research Association believes 
that the utility of this Index has been sufficiently recognized to justify them 
in issuing a similar Index of Vols. x1-xx. Thrs will not, however, as on 
the former occasion, form a number of the Review, but will be published 
separately at the price of 5s. The Index has been prepared by the General 
Editor and is now in the hands of the printers; it is hoped that it will be ready 
to send out with the January number of the Review. Subscribers are therefore 
asked to remit their subscription to the General Index as early as possible, 
in order that they may receive it along with the first part of the new volume. 

We suggest that not only those who have been subscribers to the Review 
during the last ten years, but all who have access to it in libraries, will find 
this index a useful volume of reference, which will more than justify the outlay 


of 5s.

Members will receive with 
this number of the Bulletin a printed copy of the address, and will be able 
to judge with what interest those who were present at the meeting heard it 
delivered. At a time when French members, owing to the falling exchange, 
are finding it increasingly difficult, and some of them impossible, to continue 
their membership in the Association, it is a cause of deep satisfaction to us 
to be able to welcome as our President so distinguished a French scholar.

The Modern Language Review finds itself, after several years almost free 
of debt, with an unexpectedly large deficit for 1925. This is due, not to a falling 
off of subscriptions from either members or non-members of the M.H.R.A., 
but mainly to an increase of 10 per cent. in costs of production coinciding with 
its policy of maintaining the enlarged size of over 500 pages. We hope that 
the year 1926 will see a largely increased subscription list, so that it may not 
become necessary to cut down the size of the Review. Subscriptions to the 
1925 volume can also still be received. 


Professor P. G. C. Campbell, Queen’s University, Kingston, Ont., Canada, 
would be glad to know of anyone in England interested in, or working upon, 
Christine de Pisan.

ASSOCIATION OF UNIVERSITY TEACHERS 
JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY CO-OPERATION 


We have pleasure in publishing the following communication received 
from the Chairman of this Committee, which is doing extremely useful work 
in the British Isles: 

We venture to draw your attention to the work of the Enquiry Office 
recently set up by the above Committee. 

This Office will be glad to discover for you, if possible, what Library pos- 
sesses any publication (other than current text-books, books and periodicals 
easily purchasable, and general works of reference) you wish to use and have 
not available locally, and, if successful, will report to you whether your Librarian 
could obtain it for you on loan. The actual application for the loan should be 
made by your Librarian to the Librarian of the Library willing to lend. 

Up to September 3oth last enquiries had been received for 49 publications 
(nearly all of them either rare or foreign) dealing with a great variety of sub- 
jects; copies of 41 of these had been located, and 38 had been reported as 
loanable from Library to Library..... . 

All members of University and College staffs are invited to make use of 
the services of the Office. Enquiries should be addressed to L. T. Oldaker, 
Esq., The University, Edmund Street, Birmingham, and should be accom- 
panied by a list of the Libraries which the enquirer has already tried in vain. 
No fee is charged for dealing with the enquiries received, the expenses being 
met out of special grants made by the Association of University Teachers 
and the Carnegie United Kingdom Trust. The postal expenses on books 
borrowed are paid by the borrowers or their Library.
